Reports of the latest “ earth- 
probe” began this weekend in 


the 
Southwest United 
States. 
Now, according to some heaven 
watchers, the unidentified flying 
objects (UFO) are coming our 
way. 
Egg • Shaped 
Ray Moretti, a tenth grader 
at Delhaas High School, said he 
noticed an egg-shaped vehicle 
in the east last night and saw 
black smoke shooting out of its 
tail as it traveled into south­ 
ern skies. 


“ It was definitely not Jupiter 
or a star. It was below the 
clouds and 
too close 
to 
the 
ground,” said Ray, who lives at 
207 Blue Ridge Drive. 
Over the weekend, U.S. Air 
Force officials, hoping to reas­ 
sure residents of Oklahoma and 
other states, said the objects 
sighted may have been Jupiter 
or the stars Rigel, Capella, Be­ 
telgeuse or Aldebaran. These, 
the flyers claim, are at a sim­ 


ilar azimuth and elevation of 
the reported sightings.

In response, Robert Riser, di­ 
rector of the Oklahoma Science 
and Art Foundation Planetar­ 
ium, told newsmen watchers did 
not see the planet or stars the 
Air force listed because they 
were on the opposite side of the 
earth.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor said today 
that 
the 
United 
States 
and 
South Viet Nam could “ make it 
impossible for Hanoi to have 
any hope of winning on the 
ground” in South Viet Nam. 
Taylor, just retired as U.S. 
Ambassador to Saigon, made 
the statement on his return to 
Washington to make a final re­ 
port to President Johnson on 
the guerrilla war. 
In an airport interview, Tay­ 
lor was asked if he believed 
the Communists could be driv­ 
en out of South Viet Nam. 
“ Oh yes,” the four-star gen­ 
eral replied firmly. 
In the 
“ long run,” Taylor 
said, 
the 
United States 
and 
South Viet Nam can “ make it 
impossible for Hanoi to have 
any hope of winning on the 
ground in the south.” 
Taylor said there were not

Turnpike, a total of 110 miles 
each day. 
Smith 
said 
he 
picks 
up 
the tab himself for the trips. 
He said engineers estimate it 
will take another three weeks 


or more to get the mansion into 
liveable condition again. 
Robert 
Martens,

with an architect firm here, 
said no one had been aware of 
the extent of termite damage 
until a few days ago. 
Workmen found that the man­ 
sion’s main understructure sup­ 
ports were disintegrating after 
having been weakened over the 
years by the termites.

building was built in 1925 at a

of 
about 
$100,000.

perts say it would take more 
than $1 million to duplicate it 
today.
